Claim 10. (Currently amended) An X-ray device incorporating the in which a detector as 
claimed in claim 1 is used . 

DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest guide element for positioning a detector 
module extending in a first direction and at least two detector modules positioned consecutively 
on one of the same guide elements in the first direction and the guide elements are separated 
from one another in a second direction. 
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Dobbs et al. US 5,487,098 teaches a modular detector arrangement however the peg 
elements 60 [guide elements] of base 28 do not allow or suggest for consecutive detector 
modules to be placed on the same guide elements in the first direction. 

Igarashi et al. US 6,587,538 B2 teaches modular detector elements with a base structure 
31 and guide elements 211 (FIG. 8A) but do not allow or suggest for consecutive detector 
modules to be placed on the same guide elements in the first direction. 

Similarly Chappo et al. US 2004/0065462 Al teaches guide elements 47 extending in a 
first direction but do not suggest consecutive detector modules to be placed on the same guide 
element.

Response to Arguments
